PERIODIC RETURNS 


TWO-MONTHLY RETURNS 


Taxable traders will report their transactions six times a year. Every two months 
the trader will receive a “periodic-return” form. The details identifying the trader 
will be printed by computer at the head of the form; the trader will have to fill 
in only the details relating to his sales and purchases. The trader must fill in the 
form on the basis of the record im his books and ledgers, and return it within 
15 days of the end of the accounting period. Delay in submitting the return will 
make the trader liable to a fine. The “late-submission” fine will be 11100 for 
each 15 days’ delay or part thereof. 
For example: For the January-February accounting period, the computer will 
send traders forms at the end of February. The trader has a period of 15 days 
from March 1 to produce totais for his transactions in the two months, January 
and February, fill in the form and submit it. 
‘When submitting the form, the tax due is to be paid (through a bank or the 
Post Office Bank). 
To make the procedure clear, we will consider the following example. (The rate 
of VAT will be taken es 1092.)

CALCULATING THE TAX FROM TRANSACTIONS TOTAL 


A taxable trader must state separately in his periodic returns the total of 
his transactions, and the tax he has collected on these transactions. Those 
who issue tax invoices and separately post in their ledgers the value of each 
transaction and the tax due on it will merely need to total these two 
types of entry, and record the totals separately in the return. A small trader, 
who, as previously moted, is not entitled to issue tax invoices, and all other 
traders who sell to the final consumer, and who base their bookkeeping 
entries on receipts that show totals that include the tax collected will have 
to calculate the tax included in the receipt totals. 

Traders will not be i to calculate separately the tax due on each 
receipt; they will simply have to total the amounts of their receipts for the 
period, and calculate the amount of tax included in that total This can he 
done, using the following formula:

DEDUCTIONS 
A taxable trader is required to pay tax on the value added by him, ie. on 
the difference the tax on the value of his transactions and the tex 
on his inputs. 

In making out the’ return, he deducts the tax he has paid on his inputs (pur- 
chases) from the tax he collects on his transactions (sales), the amount he de- 
ducts ‘being the tax he has paid on purchases of raw materials, equipment, invest- 
ment in establishing or expanding his business, and on payments for services 
required by his business. 

When deducting tax paid on inputs, texable traders will be guided by two 
main :

1. A taxable trader may deduct input tax, only if tax invoices have been 
issued for the amounts concerned by an epproved trader. The trader 
should check the following: @ ‘that all identifying details of the seller 
are given in tax invoices received @ that his name is mentioned on 
invoices, on the strength of which he wishes to deduct input tax @ that 
the amount of the tax is given separately on the invoice. No tax paid 
by a taxable trader may be deducted from the tax he has to pay, unless 
he has a corresponding tax invoice. 

The only tax that may be deducted is tax paid on items bought for his 
business, and under no circumstances may he deduct tax paid on private 
expenditure, such as expenses incurred on his own private vehicle, refresh- 
merts, and personal . It is understood, however, that some inputs 
are required for a er's business and also for his private needs, and 
special instructions will be issued to deal with this point. In some cases, 


amounts pad 89 tax on items required for a trader's business, and also 
used by him for private piiposes, may not be recogni as deductible. 
However, in general, a ler will be able to uct an appropriate 


proportion of tax paid on such “mixed” inputs. 
DEDUCTION OF TAX BY FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS 


AND NON-PROFIT ORGANIZATIONS 


Fis and NPOs will pay tax on their payrolls or on their payrolls and profits, 
and they may not uct input taxes. Such bodies are not entitled to issue 
tax involves, and any trader who receives a service from such 2 body will not 
be able to deduct the hidden tax in the amount he pays for the service. This 
refers to such items as business insurance, bank loans, and services provided 
by 8 government institute or local authority to a trader fer his business.

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_ BLOCKING SYRIA 


THE SECURITY COUNCIL’s nine-man wrecking crew in the 
service of Arab interests has been stopped dead in its tracks, 
as promised, by an American veto. ? 

The true object of this operation was clearly shown in 
the refusal of the group of nine to go along with Britain's 
modest proposal that the new text on “the Middle Hast 
problem" should not be viewed as superseding Resolutions 
242 and 338. Indeed they could not, for that was precisely 
the purpose: to dismantle the agreed framework for any 
Arab-Israel negotiation embodied in those two resolutions, 
and to substitute for it a one-sided statement of Arab 
aspirations. 

The formula backed by the nine was a slightly amended 
version of a draft prepared by the PLO and Syria, with 
Jordan's active support and Egypt's acquiescence. It abandon- 
ed any pretence at a fair distribution of rights and obligations 
between the State of Israel and the Arab States. All clear- 
cut obligations were to be thrust on Israel alone while “in- 
alienable national rights" were to be awarded solely to the 
Palestinian people, as represented by the PLO (‘including 
the right to establish an independent state in Palestine”), 
and the existing Arab states were to be left as virtually in- 
nocent bystanders in the conflict they have kept up for these 
past twenty-eight years. ᾿ 

The U.S., however, could not afford to permit passige of 
the resolution without risking total defeat of American di- 
Plomacy in the Middle East. It is by no means inconceivable 
that, despite their collaboration with Syria during the past 
two weeks, both Egypt and Jordan may now, as a reault of 
the U.S. veto, find it advantageous to rejoin Israel in the 
Geneva Conference. Israel's readiness is already a matter of 

Syria will doubtless continue to be the main stumbling 
block in the region, and the veto has provided it with the 
excuse it sought from the start to keep boycotting Geneva 
— an even better excuse, it turns out, than the passage of 2 
“moderate” Council resolution would have been. But, with all 
the support it ig receiving from the Soviets, Syria can only 
succeed in its war- ing ploy by working on American 


— by not allowing itself to be in 
Undof crisis every six months — can the U.S. assure the 
peace momentum it seeks.

Tackling the 
problem of 
medically 
unfit drivers

THE NUMBER and complexity of 
medico-ethical problems produced 
by our technological life atyle con- 
tinually increases. Did Hippocrates 
have to decide whether or not to 
withold from his patients the right 
to drive ἃ chariot, or hurt a lance; or 
lwithhold treatment from 8 moribund 
patient; or judge the exact moment 
of one patient's death in order to in- 
crease the chances of extending 
another patient's life; or decide 
which of two patients should be given 
priority in the use of life saving in- 
struments with limited availability? 
Perhaps the time has come for ἃ 
review of the strict code of 
professional confidentiality in keep- 
ing with contemporary man’s 
technologicai environment. 

Certainly there can be no 
reasonable argument against trying 
to reduce to a minimum the danger 
of allowing medically unfit persons 
to drive cars or legally acquire 
firearms. 


HOW IS this to be accomplished 
‘without intruding on the rights of the 
individual — especially those who 
because of age, medical and social 

- handicaps, or other reasons, appear 
on easily retrievable data informa- 
tion systems. 

Pointing up the danger was a re- 
cent case where personal, and even 
Incorrect details, appeared, un- 
known to the individual himself, on a 
computerized list. These details are 
therefore available, potentially or in 
fact, to any number of people whose 
ethical integrity may range from 
dubious to sterling; in any case they 
are not-subject to any accepted 
professional code of behaviour. 

The type of method proposed by 
Gideon Patt MK (as reported in The 
Jerusalem Post on Jan. 19), which is 
to report to the Car Licensing 
Bureau all patients holding drivers 
licenses, also presents dangers. By 
giving rise to the illusion that it will 
substantially reduce the problem, {t 
detracts attention from those factors 
which are in fact more responsibie 

- for accidents. 


THE MEDICAL conditions which 
reduce a driver’s capacity for 
reasonably safe driving are many. 
They include uncontrolled and con- 
vujsive conditions, diabetes, um- 
detected coronary and cerebral 
vascular disorders, alcoholic and 
drug intoxication and impaired 
judgement as a2 side effect of 
medicaments, professionally or self- 
prescribed. Most driver-caused ac- 
Cidents involve people who would 
probably be passed as medically fit 
to drive. 

Unless the medical profession un- 
dertakes the responsibility for 
reducing those accidents caused by 
medically unfit persons, the rights of 
many may be jeopardised by the in- 
troduction of other methods: being 
reported by non-professionals to The 
Licensing Bureau or by being includ- 
ed in lists like “mental hospital 
patient.” 

All the efforts which have changed 
the image of psychiatric treatment 
in a positive direction will be 
negated if recourse to treatment 
automatically involves the loss of 
certain rights. 

Many patients are admitted for 
psychiatric care for a very short 
period only once In their lives as a 
result of severe stress, such as com- 
bat fatigue, a suicide attempt or 
depression associated with 
bereavement or surgery. Foilow- 
Ing treatment, practically ali such 
patients are as medically fit for driv- 
ing as they were before the period of 
breakdown under stress. 


IT HAS BEEN accepted that 
professional tribunals are the ap 
propriate arbiters of decisions such 
85 approved abortions, discharge of 
mental patients involuntarily ad- 
mitted by court order and the death 
of organ transplant donors. 

I submit that there is a place fora 
similar professional tribunal to 
whom doctors would report their 
doubts regarding the medical fitness 
for driving of some of their patients, 
rather than to the non-professional 
but justifiably concerned Licensing 
Bureau. This would substantially 
meet the need for professionally 
agreed criteria in withdrawing driv- 
ing Ucenses, 

Certainly, all professional people 
should try to persuade medically- 
unfit-to-drive patients and their 
families that a self-imposed deci- 
sion to refrain from driving is not 
only without stigma but is a mark of 
civic consciousness.
